Ob rtously one of the O’s 
in OEO mii.st stand for Oliver. 
Professional admini.strators 
poverty headquarters actually 
are asking for more millions, 
e.specially for those ma,s.sive 
project s- -comptments, 
t h e y 
call them —from which mil­ 
lions 
of dollars have 
b een 
looted, mislead, mism anage­ 
ment, paid to ghost workers 
on ghost payrolls at imagi­ 
nary sites. 
One of those liMited projects 
which should have b een help- 
Victor Hiesel 
ing the poor, the hungry, the despondent, is the 
Neighb orhood Youth Corps and its “compo- 
nent.” the "In-,S(‘hool” program 
Instead of 
helping the poor, many professional cadres 
helped themselves. 
And now' wp learn that the OEO dire<-tors 
want $20 1 million more in the next b udget for 
the youth campaign. Of this, some $12 million 
will go fiH- the “ In-School” project. 
This is $‘20 1 million nuwe for hut one of 
scores of projects which will b e part of an over­ 
all requested antipoverty b udget increase of 
some $2.32 million for tlie coming fi.scal vear. 


THE R EQ l’E.ST FOR more funds, passed on 
via 
Lyndon 
.Tohnson’s 
b udgetary 
proposals, 
comes at a moment when the FBI, the General 
Accounting Office, the .Justice Dept., the Lab or 
D ept, the OF.O’s own inspection service, the 
House E(iucatif>n and Lab or (tommittee, the 
McClellan Senate racket-prob ing sub commit’ee 
and sundry regional U.S attorneys are prob ing 
the entire mas.sive antipoverty m aze—espe<-ially 
the Neighb orh<x>d Youth Oirps and the ” In- 
.School” operaion. 
This b id for more millions comes at a time 
when President Nixon’.s own urb an affairs ad­ 
viser. Daniel Patrick Mo\-nihan, i.s intensely

Pat Moynihan is no silent or immob ile b rfK>d- 
er He is trying to move. But b efore he does, lie 
Is trying to get some m easure, simie picture, 
sotme analysis of the st*ope of the millions taken 
from families now' living in ghost town « ecti'Mis 
of the b ig cities Go look at these areas T'ney 
literally have streets as ab andoned as an old 
gold du.st town wtiere tlie mother lode ran out. 
What disturb s him most are reports that the 
governmerst itself had "to b uy the cool” in 
some cities. Certain adm inistrators had to b e 
appointed at anyw'here from $18,000 to $.30.00(1 
annually "to perm it” the poverty program, or 
youth <*orps. or job training, to "get in.” The 
word is that feuding over this “cool” money led 
to the recent Bostwi shool-oul.

Now that hvauguratinn festivitie« are over, 
the imspectaciilar, though im portant, operations 
of the government have b een resumed The new

tration. 
The handling of the m any complex is.sues that 
confront the executive b ranch of the govern­ 
ment today is hard to describ e to the American 
people Much of it wouldn’t interest them as the 
sub jects are technical in nature. 


ONE OF THE HANDICAPS to American gov­ 
ernm ent is that there is a constant pressure 
from the outside for certain kinds of informa­ 
tion, even though a policy might not b e fullv de­ 
veloped or a negotiation might b e hampered hy 
making details pub lic too soon. 
The American people are entitled to know 
what i.s going on in their government. It has 
long b een argued, however, that this should not 
justify di.sclosure in the midst of the .study of a 
crucial plan or, in the case of inteniational ne­ 
gotiations, b efore the re.sponse of another gov­ 
ernm ent has b een ob tained Diplomacy require.« 
that most m atters rem ain confidential, at least 
until derisions have b een made. But "leaks oc­ 
cur, and niany a worthwhile ob jective i.s frus­ 
trated b ecause of prem ature pub licity. 


President Nixon ha.s a Cab inet of ab le men 
Other presidents have had cab inet officers of 
the same calib er. But the most imi>ortant thing 
is how the chief executive delegates tasks to hi« 
Cab inet, and whether he depend« upon them for 
advice on the sub jects which require his own 
dwi.sion. 
^ 
There wa.« a time when Cab inet meeting.« 
were told twice a week But today a whole ech­ 
elon of advisers has b een in ferposed b etween 
toe White House and the heads of the various 
departm ents This process has b een expanded 
In recent years as government has b een en­ 
larged Also, many .special agencies or eommis- 
sinns have had lo he created to give attention 
to prob lems to which the m ajor departments 
could not devote the necessary tim e 
There have b een relatively few Cab ine* m eet­ 
ings in the last eight years. The tendency has 
b een for the president to con.sult the staff of ad­ 
visers who are at his elb ow in the executiive of­ 
fices. The mem b ers of this group are not sub ­ 
ject to confirmation b y the .Senate, 


The Cab inet « ecrrtaries usuallv are Inclined 
to spend most of their time on the program s of 
(heir respective denartments. But a nresident 
would b e b enefited b y more freniient Cab inet 
meetings b ecause this would afford him an np- 
poTiunitv to get viewpoints which might indeed 
reflect the trends of pub lic opinion too 
Tt would b e even b etter if the Cab inet officers 
could spend more of their time on over-all poli­ 
cies. including those outside thetr respective de>^ 
partm ents. This could b e dw e if a general 
m anager were apnointed for each departm ent 
— a career official wlio could continue to serve 
whether or not he had come into office wtiile 
another party wa.s in power. 


WHEN THE PRESIDENT gets all the Infor­ 
mation from his specialists, as well as their 
suggestions 
a s to what policy « should he fol­ 
lowed. it would b e helpful to him if b e placed 
highly im portant questions b efore the Cab inet 
a.s a whole for discussion. F!ach of the aecretar- 
ie« would at least have a general idea of what 
the impact might he if certain policies, b oth do- 
me.stic and foreign, were adopted 
In any event there would b e le« ?s risk than 1«

information for the president, and tliey are sen­ 
sitive lo the witoes of the American peuole, 
there i.s an advantage w'hen the president con­ 
sult.« other memb ers of his official familx b c- 
f(M*e making decisions. 
The British and Canadian parliam entary sys­ 
tem s operate with a cab inei that has a direct 
responsib ility to the people Tlie prime minister 
does not m ake decirtons b y himself, .Although 
the ftab inet offii*ers in our government are not 
m em b ers of Congress, their appointment.s hav'e 
b een confirmed b y the Senate and they have a 
respon.sihility to the pub lic as well as to the

Luckily the $1,605,000 
bond error was detected in time and the bonds 
returned.

Mass Thefts In OKO Funds

WASHINGTON — This is indeed a new twist 
In the fight on poverty. Obviously one of the O’s 
in OEO must stand for Oliver. 
Professional adm inistrators 
poverty headquarters actually 
are asking for more millions, 
especially for those massive 
projects—components, 
t h e y 
call them from which mil­ 
lions 
of dollars 
have 
been 
looted, mislead, m ism anage­ 
ment, paid to ghost workers 
on ghost payrolls at im agi­ 
nary sites. 
One of those looted projects 
which should have been help­ 
ing the poor, the hungry, the despondent, is the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps and its “compo­ 
nent.” the “ In-School” program 
Instead of 
helping the poor, many professional cadres 
helped themselves. 
And now’ we learn that the OEO directors 
want $20.1 million more in the next 
budget for 
the youth campaign. Of this, some 
$12 million 
will go for the “ In-School” project. 
This is $20 1 million more for hut one of 
scores of projects which will he part of an over­ 
all requested antipoverty budget increase of 
some $2.32 million for the coming fiscal rear. 


THE REQUEST FOR more funds, passed on 
via 
Lyndon 
Johnson’s 
iiudgetarv 
proposals, 
comes at a moment when the FBT, the General 
Accounting Office, the Justice Dept., the Labor 
Dept., thp OEO’s own inspection service, the 
House Education and Labor Committee, the 
McClellan Senate racket-probing subcommittee 
and sundry regional U.S. attorneys are probing 
the entire massive antipoverty maze -especially 
the Neighborhood Youth Corps and the “ In- 
School” opera! on. 
This bid for more millions com es at a time 
when President Nixon’s own urban affairs ad­ 
viser. Daniel Patrick Movnihan, is intensely 
disturbed over the looting and m ism anage­ 
ment. 
Pat Movnihan is no silent or immobile brood­ 
er. He is trying to move. But before he does. he 
is trying to get some measure, some picture, 
!*r»me analysis of the scope of the millions taken 
from families now living in ghost town sections 
of the big cities Go look at these areas They 
literally have streets as abandoned as an old 
gold dust town wliere tile mother lode ran out. 
What disturbs him most are reports that the 
government itself had “ to buy the cool” in 
some cities Certain adm inistrators had to be 
appointed at anywhere from $18.DOO to $30,000 
annually “to perm it” the poverty program, or 
youth corps, or job training, to “ get in.” The 
word is that feuding over this “cool” money led 
to the recent Boston .shoot out. 


IT IS TRAGIC that now the evidence of thiev­ 
ery is so mountainous, the OEO people here are 
on the defensive For every exposure of looting, 
Che OEO publicists counter with charges that 


the investigators are attempting to impale the 
poor. I M it he noted that most of the OEO peo­ 
ple are newcomers to the fight on poverty. 
Some of us have been in the nitty-grittv of hun­ 
ger for a long time. 
The looting could have been caulked easily. It 
all bogan in New York some four years ago 
when $500,000 disappeared Rut the dogmatists 
—not 
realizing every dogma 
has its d a y - 
howled down those who truly attempted to 
channel every penny to the needy. 
For over IR months, for example, such m em ­ 
bers of the House of Representatives Education 
and Labor Committee as William Ayres of Ohio 
and William Steiger of Wisconsin have been 
urging committee chairm an Carl Perkins to 
send staff investigators into New York, Detroit, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland. 
Des Moines, Sacra­ 
mento, I/is Angeles, Boston. New Haven and 
Oakland. 


THIS COMMITTEE has the specific responsi­ 
bility for “ legislative oversight”- the monitor­ 
ing of these antipoverty and training programs. 
Yet not until last Wednesday night. Jan 22nd, 
did two committeee probers check in at New 
York's Hotel Commodore. They had been held 
in leash until the scandals spurted all over the 
big cities. 
Across the nation in the Los Angeles area the 
sam e story, though on a lesser scale, can he re­ 
ported as a result of the General Accounting 
Office probe of the Neighborhood Youth Corps 
and the McClellan com m ittee’s still guarded in­ 
vestigations 
Apparently there are ghost pay­ 
rolls and no real evidence that adequate serv­ 
ices has been performed for money paid, etc., 
etc., according to the U.S. Comptroller General. 
The GAO's ace auditors found tile Detroit 
“ In-School” program quite irregular. Youths 
were being paid for attending school 
though 
they were absent, etc., etc 
Thus it gties in citv after eitv 
The money 
goes in big blocks $500,000. or a tliird of a mil­ 
lion. or an attempt to move a million to a Swiss 
bank, etc., etc. 
And vet the DEO people* are asking for more 
appropriations They might at least have had 
the decorum to w'ait until the scandals were 
buried.

The Value 
Of The Cabinet 


Now that inauguration festivities are over, 
the unspectacular, though important, operations 
of the government have been resumed The new 
President, with his 12-memher Cabinet con­ 
firm ed by the Senate, can concentrate on the 
problems left behind by the preceding adminis­ 
tration. 
The handling of the many complex issues that 
confront the executive branch of the govern­ 
ment today is hard to describe to the American 
people. Much of it wouldn’t interest them as the 
subjects are technical in nature. 


ONE OF THE HANDICAPS to American gov­ 
ernm ent is that there is a constant pressure 
from the outside for certain kinds of inform a­ 
tion, even though a policy might not he fullv de­ 
veloped or a negotiation might he hampered by 
making details public too soon. 
The American people are entitled to know 
what is going on in their government. Tt has 
long been argued, however, that this should not 
justify disclosure in the midst of the .study of a 
crucial plan or. in the case of international ne­ 
gotiations, before the response of another gov­ 
ernm ent has been obtained Diplomacy requires 
that most m atters rem ain confidential, at least 
until decisions have been made. But “ leaks or 
cur, and many a worthwhile objective is frus­ 
trated because of prem ature publicity. 


President Nixon has a Cabinet of able men 
Other presidents have had cabinet officers of 
the sam e caliber. Bul the most important thing 
is how the chief executive delegates tasks to his 
Cabinet, and whether he depends upon them for 
advice on the subjects which require his own 
decision. 
, 
There wras a time w'hen Cabinet meetings 
were told twice a week But today a w'hole ech 
clon of advisers has been in terposed between 
the White House and the heads of the various 
departm ents This process has been expanded 
in recent years as government has been en­ 
larged Also, many special agencies or commis­ 
sions have had to he created to give attent ion 
to problems to which the m ajor departments 
could not devote the necessary time 
There have been relatively few Catline' meet 
ings in the last eight years. The tendency has 
been for the president to consult the staff of ad­ 
visers wdio are at his elbow in the executive of­ 
fices The m em bers of this group are not sub­ 
ject to confirmation by the Senate. 


The Cabinet secretaries usually are Inclined 
to spend most of their time on the program s of 
their respective departments. But a president 
would he benefited by more freemen!; Cabinet 
meetings because this would afford him an op­ 
portunity to get viewpoints which might indeed 
reflect the trends of public opinion too 
It would he even better if the Cabinet officers 
could spend more of their time on over all poli­ 
cies. including those outside fhefr respective de­ 
partm ents. This could he done if a general 
m anager were appointed for each department 
— a career official who could continue to serve 
whether or not he had come into office while 
another party was in power 


WHEN THE PRESIDENT gets all the Infor­ 
mation from his specialists, as well as their 
suggestions a* to what policy should he fol­ 
lowed. it would be helpful to him if he placed 
highly im portant questions before the Cabinet 
as a whole for discussion. Each of the secretar­ 
ies would at least have a general idea of what 
the impact might he if certain policies, both do­ 
mestic and foreign, were adopted 
In any event there would he less risk than is 
the case with one-man government. For even 
though the staff advisers gather the necessary 
information for the president, and they are sen­ 
sitive to the wishes of the American people, 
there is an advantage when the president con­ 
sults other members of his official family be 
fore making decisions 
The British and Canadian parliam entary sys­ 
tem s operate with a cabinet that has a direct 
responsibility to the people Tile prime minister 
does not make decisions by himself. Although 
the Cabinet officers in our government are not 
m em bers of Congress, their appointments have 
been confirmed bv the Senate and they have a 
responsibility to the public as well as to the 
president. 
If the custom of holding Cabinet meetings 
twice a week were restored and if all view­ 
points were presented, there is no doubt that 
the chief executive would he greatly helped in 
reaching correct divisions. The country' would 
benefit by the practice.

Studied By Council 
Lisbon Ponders 
Ambulance Plan 


LISBON — Council took under 
study Monday night three pro­ 
posals from the Becker Ambu­ 
lance Co. of Salem for serving 
Lisbon and Center and Elkrun 
townships. 
This is the area served on an 
em ergency basis for s e v e r a I 
years by the Lisbon Fire D e­ 
partment, which ended the op­ 
eration last Sept. 24. 
Becker and Lynn Ambulance I 
Service of East Liverpool have | 
been answering area calls sin c e i 
September. The village ambu­ 
lance has been in the g a ra g e,; 
although the Becker finn which ; 
sold it to the village last year 
offered to buy it back after fire­ 
men stopped using it. 


BECKER offered three pro­ 
posals in exchange for an ex­ 
clusive franchise for two years: j 
Proposal A — Council would j 
pay Becker a subsidy of $1 per 
month 
to 
provide 
ambulance 
service in the subsidy area at 
the following rates: 
Base rate (IO m iles, door to 
hospital 
door, 
or 
one 
hour),! 
$47.50; em ergency call within 30 
minutes or if warning lights or 
siren are used at any time dur­ 
ing trip, $5; oxygen, $5; wait­ 
ing time after first hour. $5 per 
hour; traveling off pavement, 
$5; m ileage rate after first IO 
m iles, portal to portal, $1 per 
mile; after first IOO m iles, 85 
cents per m ile; after first 200 
m iles, $70 cents per mile. 
Return trips, home to X-ray 
to home in sam e day. l ‘A tim es 
standard trip rate; patient will 
be charged reasonable lodging! 
and meal expenses on trips re­ 
quiring 
overnight 
lodging 
of 
crews on the road; calls to auto 
accidents will be $52.50 per pa­ 
tient; a $5 discount will be hon­ 
ored on am bulance bills paid in 
full within 15 days. 
Proposal B — The v i l l a g e 
would pay a subsidy of $160 per 
month. The basic rate u n d e r 
“ B ” would be $30, while au to 1 
accident calls would be $40 per 
patient. All other charges would 1 
be the sam e as in “ A.” 
Under these two proposals, the 
com m unities would be served by 
ambulance and crews based in 
Salem. 
Under Proposal C calling for I 
a subsidy of $1,300 per month, 
the firm would keep one ambu­ 
lance and one man in Lisbon 24 
hours a day with a second man 
on call from Salem. Other am-1 
balances would be dispatched 
from Salem as needed. 


IN A covering letter, Daniel 
II. Becker said. “ We are a pro­ 
fessional 
ambulance 
company 
with a history in Salem since 
1967 and in the Youngstown - 
Struthers area over 70 years.” j 
Becker said his company has 
cut the subsidy “ to the bone.” ! 
He itemized total expenses of 
$1,353 per month — without a 
second man or any overtim e— , 
for labor, ambulance paym ents,1 
insurance, rent, radio, fuel and 
m aintenance, laundry and sup­ 
plies, and utilities. 
“ If we were to run 15 trips 
a month and average 80 per 
cent collection (the national av-1 
erage is 70 per cent), we would 
gross no more than $400 for ad­ 


ditional expense and profit,” he 
said. 
Mayor Clyde B. Pike refer­ 
red the proposals to the finance 
com m ittee. 


CHARLES DUNLAP, owner of 
Dunlap Disposal Co. of Salem , 
described a “roll-off” system of 
garbage 
and 
trash 
collection 
which he said would replace the 
dump. 
He said it is a large m etal 
box of 40 cubic yard capacity 
into which residents could dump 
their refuse. “ We would com e 
along, pick up the box, leave 
and em pty and take the full 
container to the landfill dump 
we are using,” Dunlap said. 
He said his company would 
buy the roll-off boxes and charge 
$60 per haulaway. 
The 
b o x 
would have to be dumped about 
every three weeks, he added. A 
location for the roll-off contain­ 
er could be decided by Council 
and Center Township trustees. 
Council is paying approxim ate­ 
ly $1,800 per year for the village- 
township dump. The Ohio De­ 
partment of Health has given 
the local governments a grace 
period to prepare and present 
plans for changing the d u m p 
into a landfill operation to meet 
requirements of the new solid 
waste disposal law. 
Mayor Pike referred Dunlap’s 
proposal to the utility com m it­ 
tee and suggested a joint session 
with Center Township trustees.
